Betaing the Cause of 


Moles, and Methods for 
Removal 
HERE is some similarity be- 
tween birthmarks and moles, 
in that they are both abnormali- 
ties in the development of thz 
skin. The birthmark is an over- 
. growth of 
the vascular 
tissue, and 
tne molec 
shows an e@X- 
cess in the 
deposit of 
pigment. 
Moles are 
con genital 
lesions of the 
skin. usually 
small, most 
frequently 
about. the 
' size of a pea, 
but they may 
be as large 
as the hand. 
Besides the increased deposit of 
pigment there is sometimes an 
evergrowth of the outer skin 
whith raises them above the sur- 
face and there is frequently an 
overgrowth of hair. They be- 
comme apparent a few weeks or 
months after birth and seldom 
increase in size. 
“ * * 
MIESE moles at first may be 
smooth, and later become 
rough and horny at the top. 
They occur most frequently on 
the face, neck, and back, but 
may appear any place on the 
body. ‘Sometimes only a few and 
cther times hundreds, very few 
people are free from moles and 
they may be very disfiguring and 
annoying and because of their 
location they become irritated by 
rubbing of clothing or by being 
ewt in barbering. Almost ail of 
them are hairy, with sometimes 
Quite an excess of hairy growth. 
* * * 
AM inclined to think they are 
hereditary. Mv mother's 
famiiy dll had moles, but one 
patticular ore on the cheek 
within a quarter inch of the nose 
appeared in all hér family and 
practically all of her descendants 
even to the great-grandchildren. 
It. was so conspicuous by its con- 
stant presence that it was aimost 
an ‘ientification mark. Moles 
Jest usually through life, only oc- 
casionally disappearing. They 
are much more liable to become 
more prominent and hairy in 
later life.

GREAT deal has been said 
% and written about moles be- 
coming cancerous. No doubt 
many do become malignant, but 
it is probable that the danger 
has been ‘exaggerated. when we 
censider that almost everyone 
has moles, we can realize how 
small a percent develop cancer- 
ous tendencies. The ordinary 
brown hairy mole, seldom be- 
comes cancerous, and if it does 
it is superficial and of slow 
growth and can be easily taken 
care of. 
* * we 
IB especially dangerous mole 
is the black or blue one, 
which may be slightly elevated 
above the skin, or it may be im- 
bedded in the skin and show 
only as a coal black or bluish- 
biack spot. These are especial- 
ly prone to become malignant 
pe spread rapidly. These should 
be, removed early or they may 
get beyond control. Small brown 
moles are comparatively easily 
removed. The most common 
method is by some use of elec- 
tricity or actual removal with 
the knife. 
GURATION, is the appli- 
cation of a high frequency 
caustic spark. It scars the tissue 
and can be regulated and con- 
trolled, so that no harm to the 
surrounding tissue occurs. If 
carefully done no appreciable 
scar results. Electrolysis i$ sear- 
ing or destruction of the mole, 
with needié passed through the 
tissue and charged with galvanic 
eléctric current. It is eastly.and 
quickly applied and dves well for 
small lesions. 
~ s * # 
HE use of acids anc other ir- 
ritants should be avoided, be- 
cause we feel that cancer 
growths are excited by irritation. 
The application of carbon diox- 
’ ide show and freezing for from 
10 to 60 seconds will give good 
results in most brown moles. The 
. use of X-ray may.complete the 
removal after other things have 
not succeeded. None of fthese 
remediés should be applied ex- 
cept by the expert hands of 
those who are able to judge how 
ee to do and how much not 
to do. .

NECK AND CHIN: 


AID TO BEAUTY

HERE are a few'more fea- 
tures that you should consi¢2r 
in your outhine-guide for im- 
proving your loveliness. Necis 
are so important in the scheme 
of things.

Cleanse your neck when you 
cleanse your face, or'y do it 
much more carefully. 


Always carry your. facial 
make-up—foundation cream and 
powder, and in some cases even 
a little rouge—down to the neck- 
line of your costume. By simple 
exercises, try relaxing your neck 
several times during the day. It 
will refresh you and will keep 
away that stringy, wrinkled ap- 
pearance that many necks ac- 
quire. About the simplest way to 
relax the neck is to drop your 
head forward and let it rol! 
loosely around your shoulders. 


A rich oil, or cream, applied 
for hali an hour every night is a 
good precaution against dryness, 
wrinkles, or a dark skin on your 
neck. When ycu apply prepara- 
tions of any kind to your neck, 
do it with the same light, up- 
ward strokes that vou use for 
your face. 


Chins are apt to have some of 
the same faults as necks. The 
muscles become saggy and then 
unwanted fat accumulates in 
this area. The best way to coun- 
te,act sagging chins, or double 
chins, is to use the back of your 
hands and smack the underchin 
thoroughly. Use an astringent 
daily. or use a piece of ice 
wrapped in gauze and rub until 
the skin is quite pink. 

To keep the contours youthful, 
use the palms of your hands 
with firm pressing movements 
from your chin outward and up- 
ward to your ears. 

When applying your make-up, 
be carefwl not to get too much 
powder on your chin, as that will 
make it too conspicuous. A dot of 
rouge in the cleft of your’ skin 
will give an alluring suggestion 
of dimples. Rouge can also be 
used to shorten a face that 
seems too long and thin other- 
wi.se 


Just a word on ears. They do 
play a part in the beauty picture, 
you know. If they are nice, let 
them show when you decide on 
your hair arrangement, and just 
a hint of rouge on your ear lobes 
makes them all the daintier. 


Earrings are nicest on ears 
that are fully exposed. The size 
of the earrings that you can 
wear becomingly depends on 
your features. Slender. graceful 
earrings make a full face look 
thinner and more nicely bal- 
anced. Conversely, round or 
rather short earrings make the 
thin face fuller. Never use ear- 
rings that are so heavy that they 
pul: the lobes of your ears down. 

And don't forget. your ears 
when you are applying your per- 
fume.

HOT SOUP BEST 
ON COLD NICHTS 


By JUDSTH WILSON 


F you want to bo sure that your 

dinner gets off to a good start 
on chilly evenings. forego all in- 
triguing suggestions for appe- 
tizers and serve simply but at- 
tractively garnished bowls of 
steaming soup. In séme homes 
soup is a customary first course 
—in others it appears only on 
special occasions. In either case. 
make it an event. 

Some of the following recipes 
originated jn foreign kitchens 
but you will have no difficulty 
finding the ingredients on your 
own pantry shelves or in the 
vegetable bin. 

Mushroom Soup 

Melt four tablespoons buttcr 
in thé top of a double boiler and 
blend with two tablespoons flour 
and salt to season. Drain the 
juice from two cups of canned 
mushrooms and add «cs fhe paste 
Cook directly over the fiame for 
two or three minutes then re- 
turn to double boiler, add two 
cups milk, one-half cup creat 
and the mushrooms fine} 
chopped. -Cook over hot wate’ 
until thickened. Taste and ac. 
nore seasoning. 

White Turnip Puree 

The puree of white turnips ! 
a soup that is unusu.: in flave. 
Wash and peel five turnips an: 
cook together with two tea: 
spoons sugar, one-cighth cv: 
butter, one-fourth cup breac 
crumbs and five cups of bee 
broth. When the turnips ar 
very soft, press through a seiv: 
and add one cup of chicker 
broth, one-half cup cream an: 
two tablespoons more butter. Le’ 
simmer for fifteen minutes long 
er, and serve with toasted brea: 
croutons. 

Navy Bean Soup 

Soup needn’t always serve i 
the beginning of the meal-—-: 
can be the meal if vou make } 
hearty like this recipe for nav: 
bean soup. Make the whol 
recipe, because if any of th 
soup is left over you can rehea 
it and serve again. Cut one slic 
cf rdw ham (about one-ha! 
pound) into small bits and coo 
slowly in thé soup kettle to tr 
out the fat, then add three 
folrts cup fmely choppec 
onion and continue cooking fiv: 
minutes. Add three quarts o 
boiling water and one pound o 
navy beans soaked several hour:

Boy Makes 


Country 
Good in City .. . France 
Seeks U. S.’s Friendship 


T TAKES a country boy to 

make good in the big city, as 
Witness the case of Albert Henry 
Wiggin, former president of the 
Chase National Bank of New 
York City. As everyone knows, 
the Senate Banking and Curren- 
cy Committee, which is inves'i- 
gating the activities of bankers, 
rcvealed recently that during the 
four years of depression, the 
Chase Bank paid Mr. Wigging 
$800,000 and then retired him 
with a pension of $100,000 a year 
for life. This ~evelation is espe- 
cially important when one con- 
siders that the Chase National 
Bank and the Chase Securities 
Corporation both have suffered 
substantia! losses since 1929. 

Just who is this former Boston 
boy, who came to New York, and 
who since 1904 has been able to 
bolster the Chase National from 
assets of $4,000,000 and deposits 
of $52,800,000, to its present po- 
sition as the world’s largest 
bank, with total resources of 
$2,800,000.000? Two things are 
responsible: First, the growth of 
the bank was accomplished by 
absorbing other banks, and sec- 
ond, Mr. Wiggin’s eminence in 
Wall Street by the displacement 
of other men. 

During the panic of 1907, he is 
said to have handled older and 
richer men so skillfully that few 
of them were aware of the fact 
that they had been touched. In 
fact, so skillful was Mr. Wiggin 
that he attracted the attention 
of the elder J. P. Morgan, who 
up to that time had relief chiefly 
on himself and Henry P. Davi- 
son. Mr. Morgan recognized 
Wiggin's firmness of purpose, 
tact and ability as a financial 
genius. 

Albert Wiggin is said to have a 
million friends. He’s that kind 
of a man, Folks just naturally 
take to him. It is probably for 
this reason that he’s been able 
to accomplish so much. He has 
not shown much interest in the 
art of spending money. His reat 
interest outside business is his 
fricnds. He once wrote: “Friends 
don't make a man. but if a man 
ha; the right qualities, the right 
personality, the right caliber, he 
cannot help making friends: 
they just feel drawn towards 
him.” 

* « * # 

THE art of selling plays a great 

part in life of today and it's 
not limited to merchandise. The 
man who can sell himself is suc- 
cessful and sometimes even na- 
tions attempt to sell themselves 
to other nations. To do this. 
there are varios methods of 
propaganda. Sometimes it's 
through the public press and 
magazines and the really latest 
method is via radio. 
_ Just what place Franee holds 
in the affections of the world is 
a debatable question, but Sena- 
tor Henri Berenger is one 
Frenchman who wants to “sell” 
France to the United States by 
means of radio broad¢asts. His 
plan is now under consideration, 
according to Idtest advices from 
abroad. 

Now Henri Berenger is a most 
interesting French personality. 
Foreign opinion has more than 
once rated him as the most, in- 
telligent man in France, which fs 
no mean honor. He is a poes 
who turned economist and it is 
he who has had a great déél to 
do with French debt settlements. 

It was Henri Bérenger who, in 
1925, established to the satisfac- 
tion of the French at least, the 
connection between payments 
and the ability to pay. He is of 
the old Paris aristocracy and a 
radical. Early in the present 
century his poetical and philo- 
sophical efforts profoundly af- 
fected French letters, but with 
the same cold. détached intelli- 
gence which made him sort of a 
super bookkeeper for France, 
during and after the war. Cle- 
mer.céau used him to untangle 
the puzzles of petrol, munitions 
and army accounts. 

In 1925, as a member of the 
Caillaux Debt Funding Mission 
to Washington. Senator Beren- 
ger negotiated the Mellon-Ber- 
enger debt agreement adhd a sur-
